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DETAILED ACTION 

Elected group is claims 1-8, 11-14 in part drawn to group 1. 
Claims 1 1 and 12 have been withdrawn by the applicant. 
Applicants should have cancelled the claims 1 1 and 12. 
New claims added are 15and 16. 
Claims pending 1-8, 13-16. 

Applicants have not amended the claims to the elected group. 

Applicants have elected with traverse in their response but have not given any reasoning, nor 
have they cancelled the non-elected subject matter from the claims. 
The rejection of claims 1 1 and 12 has been withdrawn since applicants have withdrawn 
(cancelled ) the claims. 

The rejection of claims 1,4,5 under 35 USC 1 12 second para still stands. 
Applicants arguments are not persuasive. 

Also since applicants elected group is drawn to pyrrolidine and piperidine applicants can 
overcome the rejection by amending the claims to the elected group. 
The rejection of claims 6 and 8 under 35 USC 112 second para has been withdrawn since 
applicants have amended the claims. 

The rejection of claims 11 and 12 under 35 USC 1 12 has also been withdrawn since appUcants 
have canceled the claim 11 and 12. 

New Grounds of Rejecton 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for carboxy groups being convertible , does not reasonably 
provide enablement negatively charged under physiology conditions.The specification does not 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims without 
undue experimentation.! 

In re Wands , 858 F. 2d 731,737,8 USPQ2d 1400, 1404 (Fed. Cir. 1988). Ex Parte 
Forman, 230 USPQ 546 (Bd of App. 1986). 

Applicants claim includes any compounds which may be converted into a carboxy 
group in vivo or by which a group is negatively charged under physiology conditions ! 

There is no enablement in the specifications for one to know which group would be 
negatively charged. ! 

This would require undue experimentation.

The claims are not found to be allowable.
